On “ Making a Sunday,” at New 
Zealand. 


Mr. Kendall observes, that Duater- 
ra was desirous of estaklishing the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath; or of * mak- 
ing a Sunday,” as he expressed it. 
The following extract of a letter on 
this subject from Mr. Marsden to the 
Secretary, will be read with much 
pleasure. It affords the clearest mdi- 
cations that Christianity will become, 
by its institutions as well as by its 
principles, the Grand Civikzer of the 
Nations. 


In a former letter, f informed you 
that Duaterra was very anxious to 
‘make a Sunday” when he returned 
to New Zealand. He now tells me 
that he made one for five moons, or 
months; and then his country men told 
him that they did not believe that Eu- 
ropeans had a Sunday. From the 
general conduct of the masters of ves- 
sels who had put inio the Bay of Isl- 
ands, they had not observed any differ- 
ence between the Sabbath-day and 
other days. Only two masters of ves- 
sels, Duaterra told me, had been par- 
ticular in thisrespect. When the Ac- 
live was there, the natives went with 
their potatoes, &c. fer sale on the Sab- 
bath: they were informed, it was the 
Lord’s Sabbath, ora day sacred to 
rest; and that they could not receive 
any articles from them on that day. 
On board the active they hoisted the 
English colours on the Sabbath. Ter- 
ra, a chiefon the opposite side of the 
Bay, when he saw tae colours, imme- 


diately ordered colours to be hoisted 
on shore, where he lived. Duaterra 
tells me, that the natives inquired for 
what reason the people on board the 
Active would not trade with them on 
that day: he told them the same which 
he had often done before, that it was a 
day of rest; and that God would be 
angry with them for working and sel- 
ling ‘things on the Sabbath They 
were much afraid, and told him that 
they now believed that there was a 
Sabbath. I had given instruction te 
the Master of the Active to be very 
particular in keeping the Sab bath. 
At the first interview which Duaterra 
had with the Governor, he requested 
that his Excellency would give, either 

colours to be heisted, or a be ll to be 
rung, or a drum to be beaten, to call 
the people together. He is still anxtuus 
tohave a Sabbath day; and I trust he 
will see one established there, to his 
present and eternal happiness ! 


Visit of New Zealand Chiefs to Port 
Jackson. 


The following letter, from Mr. Mars- 
den to the Secretary, will fully explain 
his views in inviling various Chiefs of 
the New Zealanders to pay @ Visit to 
Port Jackson, and the intentions of 
this ardent friend of those islanders in 
accompanying the Chiefs on their re- 
turn. . 

Parramatta, Sept. 20, 1814. 


Dear Sir—I am happy to inform you 
that the Active Brig returned safe from 
New Zealand on the 2Ist of August, 
after fully accomplishing the object of 
her voyage. My wish was to oper a 
friendiv intercourse between the Na- 
tives of that island and the Missiona- 
ries, previous to their final sett#eiment 
among them. 

The public prejudices have been ve- 
ry great against these poor heathens, 
both here and in E urope. Their acts 
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of violence and their cruelties have 
been published to the world ; but the 
causes that led to them have been con- 
cealed. Every act of fraud, murder, 
and oppression has been conmittted 
upon them from ore to time, by Eu- 
ropeans. ‘These Natives had no means 
of redress for the inpuries which they 
suffered, but retaliation. ‘ 

sut as. they were considered such 
monsters of eruelty, I did not think it 
prudent, in a public peint of view, to 
send the Missionaries’ wives and fami- 
lies, in the first instance : but to bring 
ever some of the Chiefs to Port Jack- 
son, and to establish.a friendship with 
them. Aly old friend, Duaterra, wiih 
two other Chiefs and some of their re- 
latious, are how at Parramatta, living 
with me and Messs. [kall and Ken- 
dail. ‘Phere are now here eleven nay 
tives of New Zealainxi. 

l coustdered that the Chiefs would 
learn more of civilized life, and the 
comiorts attached to it, in two months 


residence among us, than they could* 


possibly acquire in years, in their own 
country, from the Missionaries. Be- 
sides, the Chiefs and their friends liv- 
ine with the Missionaries at present, 
would remove all apprehensions from 
the wives of the Missionaries: asa 
wost cordial inGmacy aud friendship 
will new be formed ainong then. 
They will also see our mode of Public 
wud Family Worship, by which thew 
views will be greatly enlarged, and 
their minds opened to receive future 
instruction. 

Duaterra is a man of a very superi- 
or mind. eis fully determined to 
iuprave his country, so far as his 
means and influence extend. 
agriculture are theonly articles whieh 
he wants: and seeds to crop his ground, 
Ile assures me, that be will do ail ia 
Iris power to prevent future Wars a-

‘The Missionaries and their Fami- 
lies are now under no fears; but are 
willing and anxious to live ameng the 
New Zealanders. [ doubt not but the 
Divine blessing will attend their la- 
bours; and that the Soc tety will have 
the satisfaction of receicing good ac- 
counts fronr them hereafter. 

J should have gone with Messrs. Ken- 
dalland Hall, in the Active, had the 
Governor given me his permission : 
but this he declined. Tit ts my preseut 
infention to accompany them, whien 
the Active returns, and to see them 
seitied. I think my going along with 
them will give we ight au d importance 
to the Missionaries among the Chiefs 
and their Peeple. I have obtained 
the Governor’s sanction: as his Ex- 
cellency conceives my going now will 
be attended with some ‘public advan- 
ges. Many unportant duties, beth of 
a public and private nature, press 
hard upen me; but this E consider of 
more Importance than any other, and 
feel it my call to follow the openings of 
Providence. As few can enter into 


my views, Various are the opiniens of 


my conduct. [hope to erect the stand- 
ard of Clirist’s kingdom there; aud to 
hear the sacred trumpet sound the 
glad tidings of salvation. I censider 
New Zealand as the great Emporium 
of the South-Sea Islands, inhabited by 
a numerous race of infeNigent men. 
From my own epservation of the 
natives belonging to the different isl- 
ands in these seas (exeepting the na- 
ives of New Holland,) 1 think they 
are originally the same people ; their 
angnage bemg very similar. Should 
the natives of New Zealand receive 
the Gespe l,all the other islands also 
may be expeeted to receive its bles- 
sings. As fair a prospect appears to 
me to be now evened, as ever was for 
any Lieathen Nation. The Divine 
Goversuor will, in his gracious provi- 
denee, order ail things well. Great ob-

I shall send you some of the writing 
of Mowhee: he is at this moment ta- 
king a copy ofa General Order issued 
by Governor Macquarrie relative to 
the Natives of the South-Sea Islands, 
Which Lf intend to enelose, 

To shew the Society the ingenuity of 
the Natives of New Zealand, | have 
sent a bust of Shunghee. Some of the 
Chiefs ore tattooed. I told Shunghee 
one day, I wanted his head to send to 
England; and that he must either give 
ime his head, or make cre like it of 
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wood. Heasked me foran iron hoop; 
made himself a tool about five inches 
loug, like a plane-iron, and tied a han- 
dle to it—took the end ofan old post, 
and very soon made the bust whech I 
have sent in the box directed to you. 
‘Phe lines and marks of the face are 
exact. and the whole is a good likeness 
of himself. His face is something ful- 
ler, and this was owing to the post be- 
ing rather too small.*  Shunghee is a 
very fine character; appears uncoin- 
monly mild in lis manners. and very 
polite, and well behaved at all times. 
His districts are some distance from 
the Bay of Islands, in the interior. lic 
had begun the cultivation of wheat, 
which LT had sent to Duaterra. 

Kurrokurro lives on the coast. He 
possesses several war canoes. Ile in- 
forms me that he takes a trading voy- 
age sometimes for four moons; and 
goes in his canoes from the North to 
the South Cape of New Zealand. Te 
describes the South Cape as very cold 
and stormy; and says that, at certain 
seasons, there is much snow and haul: 

Iam often preatly entertained witha 
the accounts which they give of their 
country and manners. 

Toi is very quick in learning. He 
renders great assistance to Mr. Ken- 
dallin the language. From hus nat- 
ural abilities, and the authority of his 
friends and connections, be may prove 
of creat advantage to the Missiou. A 
few nights ago, after Family Worship, 
one of my children told me that ‘Tot 
could say the Lord’s Prayer. I was 
much surprised, and asked him to re- 
peat what he knew. He immediate!) 
repeated a considerable part very dis- 
tinctly. I explained the meanmg of 
itto him, and he seemed very much 
to enter into it. Should the Lord, in 
his infinite goodness, make known ty 
him the way of life, he would bea grea: 
man. After conversing with him fo: 
some time upon religion, I told hit he 
would be a Priest; and, since his fa- 
ther had been a New Zealand Priest. 
he would be au Englishone. He wes 

*‘The bust of Shunghee is an extraoret- 
nary pezformance. kt may be seen at (he 
house of the Society by any ofthe meubers. 
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much pleased at what passed. He 
spends mnuch time with Mr. Kendall, 
who is very partial to him. The 
frieudship sceims to be strong on both 
ShkJes. 

The Chiefs coming over to Port 
Jackson will, I trust, lay a firm founda- 
tion for ihe work of the Mission, and 
secure the comfort and safety of those 
who may be employed therein. Were 
LT young and fee, t should offer my- 
seif to this work. It would be my de- 
light and my joy. 

The Chiefs are ail happy with us at 
Parramatta, and the minds enlarging 
very fast. Behoiding the various works 


that are going on in the smiths’ and 
carpenters’ shops, the spinning and 


weaving, brick-making and building 
houses, together with all the operations 
of agriculture and gardening, has a 
wouderful efiect on their minds, and 
will excite all their natural powers to 
improve their own country. ‘Pheidea 
of my visiting thenr is very gratifying 
to their minds. At present [ spend all 
the time I can spare with them, in con- 
versing with them on all the different 
subjects that appear necessary for 
them to be acquainted with, particu. 
larly on the subjects of religion, gov- 
ernment, and agriculture. 

With respect to religion, I talk to 
them of the institution of the Sabbath 
day by Got bimscif; aad they see it 
observed by us with parvicular atteus 
tion. They see the prisoners nouster- 
ed on Sunday Mornings, thew nanies 
entled over, and then twarched to 
church. ‘Bhey see the seldicrs and of 
fieers march to chureh likewise : and 
most of the people of the town of Par- 
ramatta. 

As I bave many compisints to set- 
tle ns a magistrate, tev frequently at 
tend; when [ exp!aie te them, afier- 
ward, the diflerent cranes and ounish- 


ments that each has comanitted., and 


what sentence is pr 
some men confmed for one woon, and 
some fir more, in prison according te 
their crimes. 

With respect to agriculture, thev 
visit iffecent Grins, observe the plough 
at work, seme men with the-hee, some 


eed upon them— 
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threshing, &c. &c. They tell me, thay 
when they return, they shall sit up 
whole nigitts, telling their people wha 
they have seen; and that their men 
will stop their ears with their fingers: 
“We have heard enough,” they will 
sav, “of your incredible account, 
and we will hear no more: they can. 
not be true.” 

Fam fully convinced that the Chiefs, 
and particularly Duaterra, and Shung. 
hee, who eommands seventeen dis. 
triets, will apply all their strength t 
agriculture, if they can obtain hoes 
and axes. Fsha!hsend alist of these 
by Capt. Bunker. Mr. Kendall! and 
Mr. Hall write to you also; and state 
their views and nitentions. 

I think no society was ever engagei 
ina greater work thanthe Church Mis- 
sionary Society isinthis. ‘The ground 
is wholly occapied by the Prince of 
Darkness: and many and powerful 
difficulties will, no doubt, one way or 
auother, spring up to-oppose this great 
work. But the Lord is King amongst 
the Heathen, and will,.1 have no doubt, 
establish his ‘Throne there.

Sixteenth Report. 

Every returning year enables the 
Committee to state new grounds ef con- 
gratulation. On the last Anniversa- 
ry, the aspect of public affairs was 
threatening, and might damp the ex- 
ultation which other circumstances 
tended te awaken: but the Commit 


tee have now no other feeling on that 


subject, than that of increased obliga- 
tion to exertion. The great battle of 
Civil Society hasbeen fought, and has 
been won: but whatever events may 
vet await the Nations, the Christian 
is sure to succeed, while he is on the 
watch te spread his sails to the favour- 
ing gale, and to improve the opportu- 
nities which it pleases God to afford 
to him of advancing the kingdom of 
his Lord. 
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The Committee will divide their 
Report under the heads of Funds, Mis- 
wes, Traaslatlens and Students. 


FUNDS. 


They will first call the attention of 
he Society to the Transactions at 
joie, particularly as they respect the 
Resources of the Institution. 

The Society’s efforts for the diffusion 
of Divine Light among the Heathen 
must depend on the support which it 
receives at home. The British, resi- 
dent in the foreign parts of the Em- 
pire, are beginning to feel an interest 
in its exertions, and to render to it 
their comutenance and their aid ; but 
‘the impulse has been given from 
home, and it must be maintained 
there. ‘This blessed country is the 
heart of the moral World. The spe- 
cial goodness of God has caused to 
‘low in‘e this land, im full abundance, 
ihe Streams of Life , and has com- 
municated to it an energy, by which 
they are impelled through every land. 

It isa peculiar glery of Institutions 
like ours, that they connect every one 
of their members with the whele race 
of their fellow-men—and that, for the 
relief of their most urgent necessities. 
The steady contributions of the Socie- 
ty’s humblest friend, is felt by the Afri- 
can, by the New-Zealanders, and by the 
Hindoo. ‘The Child, the Servant, and 


the Labowrer, are raised in the scale of 


intelligence, of motive, and of feeling. 
They aye drawn out, by these conti i- 
butions, beyond the little circle of their 
own interests and concerns ; and he- 


gin to understand and to appreciate 


the high honour of being allowed to 
take a share in the chief work of mev- 
cy—the Salvation of the world ! 

In reporting the state of the Funds, 
the Committee beg to remind tlie So- 
ciety, that peculiar difficulties have 
attended the exertions of the past year. 
Habits ef expenditures had been very 
generaily formed, during the singular 
situation of this country for the last 
twenty years, the sources of which 
have been necessarily diminished by 
the return of the European Fainily to 
itsnatural relations. Public Charities 
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were benefitted by this freedom of ex- 
penditure ; andcannot but tee! the a 
fect of its decay.

‘Lhe Committee will never withhold 
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and the diffusion of intelligence, and 
the onimated appeals, by which the 
aunual income oj this and other Socie- 
ties to be supported, are acting with 
incalculable beneiit ou the mind and 
heart of the country, and would be il 
replaced by that supineness and inac- 
tivity which would be very likely to 
attend the acquisition of a large fund- 
ed property. 

And yet Christian wisdom, while it 
justifies and demands ‘the most impli- 
cit reiianceon Divine Providence in the 
absence of all human aid where Faith 
is justly called to the trial, will never- 
theless truly condemn as presumptu- 
ous the neglect of those measures 
which may have been in our power. 

The Associations formed before the 
last Anniversary liave renewed their 
claims on the gratitude of the Society. 
The Committee wish to convey their 
unfeigned thanks to the Parish Assvci- 
ation, which contributes its few pounds 
per annum; and to the Individual 
Collector, who raises lis shilling per 
week: while they make their gr: ateful 
acknowledgements to those more ex- 
dended Associations, which embody a 
larger portion of the population. ‘The 
liberal contributions of the Bristol As- 
sociation, in particular, are thankfully 
acknowledged. Jncluding those made 
on account of the ship fund, they a- 
mount, for the year, to no less a sum 
than £2779 l7sQd. The exertions of 
the Hibernian Auxiliary, under many 
unfavourable circumstances, are also 
recorded with gratitude. 

During the year, new Associations 
were formed at Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Cambridge, Seffield, Clapham, Pen- 
vith and Colchester. 

About 100 additional names of Affi-

the most effective steps for acc 
pushing the design. <A conference 
was held with some benevolent per 
sons, who, it was found, bad previous. 
ly formed the design of establishing ay 
Intercourse twice a year with Westem 
Africa, by a vessel appropriated ty 
that purpose. Their object was the 
promotion of industry among the black 
Settlers, by affording them read Vv and 
certain means of exchanging its pro- 
duce for European articles. It is 
hoped that this design may be matur. 
ed ; and that the Seciety, for a stipn: 
lated annual sum, without any mer- 
cantile risk, may attain the ‘objects 
which it has in view. ‘Phis annual 
sum will be, it is expected, about S00, 
The contributions at present received 
amount to but little more than a 
fifth of the stun wecessary to be invest 
ed in order to secure the object. Tlie 
Committee beg, therefore, io urge on 
the friends of Africa the completion 
of this fund. © Every consideration 
which they can give to the subject, and 
ali the information which they can ac- 
quire, satisfy them that the kind of in- 
tercourse with Western Africa which 
will be maintained by the vessel in 
question will be highly instrumental! to 
the designs of the Society, and to tle 
general improvement of the Natives : 
but the Committee will scarcely ven- 
ture to take their share in such a con- 
cern, under the continually increasing 
call on the funds of the Society, untul 
the fulfilment of any engagement 
which they may enter into for the 
purpose be secured by an investment 
ofa sum yielding OOU!. per annuum. 
Aciive Friends to the Society. 

The Committee beg to return 
thanks, in the name of the Society, to 
their numerous, active, and useful co- 
adjutors, who col/ect weekly in sup-

AMERICAN MISSIONS IN INDIA. 


From the Panoplist. 
Extracts from a letter written by Messrs. 
Newel/ and Hall, to the Rev. Dr. 
Worcester, dated May 3, 1816. 


“ The arrangements made by the 
Board, and communicated i in your let- 
ter of October, ave perfecily agreeable 
to us; and the system you have direct- 
ed us to adopt will go into operation 
from the commencement of the present 
months. 

“ We received information of the ar- 
rival of our brethren in Ceylon about a 
fortnight since. They are kindly re. 
ceived, and have assurance of the fa- 
vour and protection of his excellency 
Sir Robert Brownrig, the Governor. 
We have advised, that three of them 
should immediately fix on the Tamul 

Janguage, as that in which they are to 
preach the Gospel to the heathen ; 
leaving it for Providence hereafter to 
determine, whether they shall continue 
in Ceylon, or labour in the neighbour. 
ing peninsula, where the same language 
is spoken by seven or eight millions of 
people. We have also rec ommended, 
that the other two, (brother Bardwell, 
from his knowledge of printing, to be 
ove of them,) should come, AS SOOR as 
possible, to Bombay , to strengthen the 
mission here. It is by no means cer- 
tain, however, that they will be allow- 
ed to stay here. All we can say is, that

Church is pleased to repose on them, 


rectors, which authorised him to act 
his own pleasure respecting our re- 
maining here, immediately gave us 
his full and cordial permission to re- 
main and pursue the work of our mis- 
sion, Wishing us much success in it. 
This gives us strong grounds to hope, 
that he will be favourable to our breth- 
ren. 

“We rejoice to hear, that you ap- 
prove of our plan of schooling. By 
the enclosed letter you will see the pre- 
sent state of our scheols. We cannot 
now enlarge on that subject.” 

* On account of circumstances, de- 
tailed in our journal, our preaching in 
English has been suspended. We may 
think it expedient, perhaps, to resume 
it again ina change of circumstances. 
Preaching the Gospel to the heathen, 
in their own language, which we consid- 
er as Our great and principal work, is 
continued regularly every day. The 

manner of our preaching to the heathen 
you will be able to learn from a pri- 
vate communication of Mr. Hall for- 
warded last week by way of Calcutta.” 

“ Respecting the subject of transla- 
ting, we beg leave to refer to the enclos- 
ed letter. We have already informed 
you, that the Bible Society here have 
requested Dr. Taylor to translate the 
Gospel of Matthew in Guzareitee and 
Mahratta. 

In a former letter, we mentioned 
that we consider it very desirable there 
should bea Mahratta ‘printing press in 
this place. There is at present no 
press nearer than Bengal, at which 
printing can be executed in the charac- 
ter which is most familiar to the Mah- 
ratta people, and in which, we think, 


we shall greatly rejoice ; if 


we consider it of so much importance 
to have our number here increased, 
and particularly that there should be 


all religious books, designed for that 
people, should be printed. There is 


net, so far as we know, any part of the 
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Sacred Scriptures extant in the Mah- 
yatta language, in the character in 
which the Mahratta books are almest 
universally written; and which, of 
course, seems to be the proper charac- 
ier in which the Bibie should be pre- 
sented to the people. ‘The communi- 
cation by water, between this place 
and Calcutta, is more difficult than be- 
tween Baston and London. You wall 
therefore easily perceive how inconve- 
nient it must be for us to be depend- 
ent on a press in Bengal for the print- 
ing of every tract, Gospel. or school- 
book, which we may want for immedi- 
ateuse. We have written to our bretb- 
ren at Serampore, to ascertain wheth- 
er they would furnish us with a font of 
Nagree types, but we have not receiv- 
edanyanswer. They have the moulds 
and punches, and could probably af- 
ford us the types at a quarter of the 
expense of getting new punches made. 
We hope for an early communication 
from you on this subject, which is of 
the first importance to the mission in 
this place. We forgot to mention in 
our last, that in October we sent to 
London for a number of beoks, to the 
amount of about £30, which we want- 
ed very much for immediate use. Mr- 
Nesbit, the bookseller, will probably 
draw on Mr. Evarts. 

“The mission lately established at 
Surat is prospering. Mr. Fyvie one 
of the missionaries there was visited a 
few months since with a severe illness, 
which rendered it necessary for him 
to leave Surat for a season. He and 
Mrs. Fyvie, were with us about two 
months. Mr. F. is now perfectly re- 
covered, and has returned to his sta- 
tion. Brother and sister Judson were 
well, the last time we heard from them. 
We have not heard from brother Nott 
since his departure in October last. 

The long expected arrival of our 
lear brethren and sistersin Ceylon has 
ereatly rejoiced our hearts, and given 
renewed occasion to bless the Lord for 
all his mercies to us, and to our belov- 
ed patrons athome. We remain, rev-

Exiract of a letter from the Rev. Myr 
Marsden, to the Secretary of the ( Lon- 
don) Missionary Suciely dated June 
as S16. 

* A vessel has just arrived from the 
Society islauds, but has brought no 
letters for me or for your Society ; thev 
are on board another vessel which is 
not yet arrived here. I have seena 
letter from Mr. Davis, to my colleague, 
the Rev. W. Cowper, which contains 
the most flattering accounts. I have 
conversed with the master of the ves- 
sel and passengers, on the subject of 
the mission; and all accounts agree, 
thata most wonderful change has been 
produced in all the Society islands, and 
the spread of the Gospel seems to 
he almost universal. Pomare_ is 
become a great man, and a_ pious 
Christian, as appears.from the whole 
of his conduci. I understand he is 
now a sovereign once more. THis en- 
emies made an attack en him and 
his people on the Sabbath day, when 
they imagined that they would not de- 
fend themselv es; but Pomare felt it his 
duty to fight on the Sabbath, in defence 
of himself and subjects. In this battle 
he obiained a complete victory, and 
took many prisoners, whose lives he 
spared, contrary to their custom, 
which had the most happy effect upon 
the minds of his enemies, as it has cen- 
vinced them that the new religion is a 
merciful religion. Many have joined 
him from the etlects of his clemency. 

Accounts have been received from 
the Missionaries at the Society Islands 
(whase abode has for a length of time 
been fixed at the island of Kimo) ofa 
nature perfectly gratifying. Several 
religious tracts have been prepared by 
a gentieman of the mission, in the ‘Ta- 
heitan Janguage, and proportionate 
numbers of printed copies forwarded 
from Sidney for their use. A regular 
school has been a long time open for 
the instruction of persons of all ages 
who had a desire to be taught. ‘The 
numbers that attended were varied py 
the circumstances of the times 
seldom exceeded fifty or sixty, 


> and 
until 
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Jately, when the number of pupils ex- 
<eeded six hundred and sixty. The 
numiber of candidates for “Christian 
baptisin exceeded one thousand in 
number. The few Missionaries that 
are there stationed are cheered with 
the pleasing prospect now before them, 
but have had a severe loss in the re- 
cent death of Mr. Scott, an able 
aud active Missionary.—!idependent 
of those taught at the school, many 
wthers have learned to read sndex the 
tutorage of their own countrymen, 
whose books they occasionally borrow, 

and thence accrues a new source ne 
the extension of knowledge. Idolatry 
fins received an universal shock, 

aril totters from its foundation thr ough- 
out all the islands. Some of the op- 
posing Chiefs, with the Priests and their 
iollowers, endeavour to prop the rot- 
ten fabric, but their efforts conspicu- 
ously tend te the acceleration of its 
fall.

To Seamten. 

There is on foot a clorious rxrEr- 
rrist; one in which are embarked 
persons of all ages and all ranks in 
site. Laving traversed the ocean, and 
visited many parts of the world, vou 
have scen thousands of your fellow 
creatures ina most miserable condi- 


tion. If you have been to Heathen 
COUTEPICS, you may have seen multi- 
tudes living and d ving more like brutes 


than like men; some the slaves of the 
most cruel tyrants ; some worshipping 
senseless nuages; some drowning their 
ehildren, or sacrificing them on the 
hloody altars of Moloch: some burn- 
ing their dearest friends on the funeral 
pile, and many other things equally 
inconsistent with the dignity and hap- 
piness of rational beings. You would 
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not be like them for all the treasures 
of India. Now itis the grand object 
of this enterprise to raise them froin 
that miserable state, and make them 
as free, as virtuous, and as happy, a 
any who belong to the United States, 
or to any other part of the Christian 
world, 

The very thought of raising so ma- 
ny millions from such degradation 
and misery, has perhaps already kind- 
led a desire in yeur bosoms, which 
maxes you impatient to know by what 
means it can be accomplished, and 
whether you Can join in a work so be- 
nevolent and glorious. ‘The work is 
to be accomplished by meaus of a 
certain kind of rreAsuge, which is de- 
posited Inimany ports In this Country, 
andin Europe; and which is to be 
distributed throughout the world, so 
that a portion of it shall be possessed 
by every man, wonian, and child. 

Yeu need not be informed, that it 
will require much money and great ef- 
forts to procure and transport it to all 
the nations of the earth. Great as the 
undertaking may appear, Seamen, 
surely, whatever may be the case with 
others, will not think, that it cannot 
be accomplished ; : especially whe 
they are informed, how mucl: has al- 
ready been done. Alexander, the 
emperor of Russia, net long since con- 
tributed for this purpese twenty-five 
thousand Rubles; he now gives ten 
thousand every year.

can Bible Society, in prosecuting the 


noblest of human enterprises—that of 


aitempting the salvation ef immortal 
souls. 

‘Phe solemnity of our duty to co-op- 
erate, will be encreased by bearing 
in mind the very interesting trath— 
that our liberties will be secured in 
proportion as we cultivate the grewth 
of religion mM our beloved country. 
Genuine liberty cannot long exist with- 
out support froin sound morality 5; and 
that system of morality is rotten, at 
the core, which does not derive ils ex- 
amples and precepts, from the spotless 
life and pure doctuines of Jesus Christ, 
the Righteous. 

Were further reasons necessary to 
muiuce our co-operation, they would 
be furnished by the well known fuct 
that attended our first sett':ment in 
this section of Ue state. Many years 
have not passed away since all 


our severe privations, in the depths of 


the furest, where embittered with the 
want of that heave nly bread, and those 
living watets, which the ministers of 
the gospel aloue have authority to dis- 
tribute. But our compassionate Sa- 
viour, ever attentive to the necessitics 
of penitent sinners, vouchseftd so to 
dispose the hearts of our Christian 
brethren on the seaboard, that thew 
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liberality, from time to time, supplied 
us willt Zealous smissionaries ; whose 
preaching served to feed our hungry 
souls, and to satisfy such as were 
thirsting after righteousness.—'There-

presence has been experienced. A- 
bout 170 have been hopefully broug!t 
ito the light and liberty of t 


e gospel, 
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60 of whom have united with the 
charch, and 30 more are propounded 
for adiunssion. la Palmyra, also, the 
triumphs of divine grace have been dis- 
plave. L it is stated that 126 liave been 
hiovefulivy born agai, and 106 added 
to the clnirch. Similar revivals toa 
greater or less extent have been expe- 
rietced in Cazenovia, P: mmpey- Hill, O- 

Rihica, Romulus, Lyons, Wolcott, 
Victor, Lii sy and Aliddlesex. There 
has also been an increased attention 
to the thin mer religion, and the hope- 
ful subjects of divine grace more or 
less multiptied in Pompey, Onondoga, 
Geneva, Gainsville, Bioompeld, Roches- 
ter, Buialo, Hamburg, Eden, Willink 
aan Pomfret. 

In proportion to the extent in which 
these effusions of the Spirit have been 
experienced, they have produced aii 
increasing 
grace; associations for prayer and re- 
ligious conference have been multipli- 
«i; vice and iminorality have been 
checked in their progress, or driven 
from public view; and the utility and 
Importsice of gospel institutions more 
generally acknow bedi zed—the call from 
our destitute regions is more frequent- 
ly heard, * Come over into Macedec- 
nia and help us.’ 

Within our seenin many new con- 
gregations have been organized, and 
churches planted; and temples have 
been erected for the worship of God. 

On the whole, it ts manifest that the 
cause of Christ is making a verv grati- 
fying progress. Our devout thanks are 
due to the great head of the church: 
and we have peculiar motives for re- 
newed ef persevering zeal and forti- 
tude. Cor Ged is with us. The an- 
gel of oh presence has gone before us. 
Let us pray that he may continue to 
go betore us, and display the tr iumphs 
of his grace, until this western region 
shall become as the garden of God, and 
the whole worid be filled with his glory.
